It has become much the vogue, in 
fact, the custom seems to be almost 
etandardized, to begin a conventional 
luncheon with a little glass of mixed 
fruits set in a big glass of ice. These 
were formerly called fruit cocktails, 
but now they have various names, one 
of which is “ fruit supreme.” 

In almost all cases these are mix- 
tures of fruits, and in some cases each 
fruit has lost its individuality, and the 
whole has become a pallid thing. Per- 
haps it was handled too much in cut- 
ting it into tiny balls, or allowed to 
stand too long exposed to the air, or 
the bit of sugar added was not good. 
Instead of sugar a sirup is a better 
thing to use, and only abit of it—a 
tablespoon is more than enough for 
one serving. A little salt-—just a tip 
of a knife of it—is a good seasoning 
for any of these mixtures that contain 
anything like melon, out of which it 
is easy to make little balls, and perhaps 
the salt would always be worth while 
with pears and apples, which make a 
good base for some of these mixtures.
